WASHINGTON <AP) ~ Congress 
soon will be asked to wipe out the ef­ 
fects of a Supreme Court ruling that 
says workers have no legal right to 
take a day off for religious reasons. 


“ The Supreme Court decision is 
wrong,” Sen. Jennings Randolph, D- 
W.Va., said Thursday after hearing 
the high court’s ruling. ‘‘I shall renew 
my legislative efforts in this issue.” 


It was Randolph who in 1972 pushed 
legislation through Congress making it 
clear that under the Civil Rights Act of 
1964 employers would have to ac­ 
commodate 
religious 
employes 
whenever possible. 
But the Supreme Court, in a 7-2 
decision Thursday, ruled that em­ 
ployers are not required to give an 
employe certain days off because of 
religious beliefs if a seniority system 
bars such accommodation or if such 
action would amount to preferential 
treatment. 
“ In the absence of clear statutory 
language or legislative history to the 
contrary, we will not readily construe 
the statute to require an employer to 
discriminate against some employes 


in order to enable others to observe 
their sabbath,” Justice Byron White 
said in the majority opinion. 
The ruling is a major legal defeat for 
millions whose religions dictate that 
they not work on particular days of the 
week. It carries impact for Orthodox 
Jew s, 
Seventh-Day 
Adventists, 
Seventh-Day Baptists and members of 
the Worldwide Church of God. 
Randolph, a Seventh-Day Baptist, 
indicated he would seek a new law that 
could not be misinterpreted by the 
court. 
“ Our great tradition of religious 
freedom 
and 
our 
nation’s

commodation of religious diversity has 
been severely damaged.” he said in 
referring to the high court’s action. 
The court’s two dissenters used even 
stronger language. 
“ All Americans will be a little poorer 
until today’s decision is erased,” said 
Justices Thurgood M arhsall and 
W illiam Brennan. “ The ultim ate 
tragedy is that, despite Congress’s 
best efforts, one of this nation’s pillars 
of strength — our hospitality to 
religious diversity — has been 
seriously eroded.” 
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Court Clears W ay

SK O KIE, 111. (A P) - Concentration 
camp survivor Sol Goldstein says a 
Supreme Court ruling clearing the way 
for Nazis to march in a July 4 parade 
protects the spread of hatred rather 
than free speech. 


“ We have 6,000 to 7,000 survivors of 
the holocaust living in Skokie, and 
they’re not going to sit by idly while 
Nazis march in the street,” Goldstein 
said Thursday. 


“ This is not a matter of free speech. 
This is a matter of protecting some­ 
body’s freedom to spread hatred, 
something we don’t need,” said 
Goldstein, who lives in this Chicago 
suburb and is president of “ Remnants 
of the Holocaust,” a group of 16,000 
concentration camp survivors. 
The National Socialist Party of 
America plans to have members from 
across the country gather here on July 
4 for the parade and a 
“ white 
supremacy” rally. Skokie is Chicago’s 
most heavily Jewish suburb. 
“ The idea that we shouldn’t have 
free speech rights in Skokie because of 
some 
holocaust 
is 
just 
Zionist 
propaganda hogwash,” said Frank 
Collin of Chicago, the national coor­ 
dinator of the National Socialist 
Congress. 
On Wednesday, the U.S. Supreme 
Court ruled 5-4 that Skokie could not 
permanently bar the Nazi organization 


from holding a rally in the city after 
the group appealed a lower court ban 
of the demonstration. The high court 
said free-speech rights could not be 
adequately protected if the Nazi group 
were barred from demonstrating 
during a long legal battle. 
Despite the high court ruling, 
Harvey Schwarz, Skokie village at­ 
torney, said he expects three recently 
passed ordinances that bar marches in 
military uniforms to prevent the Nazis 
from coming to Skokie. 
“ This was a major victory for the 
First 
Amendment,’’ 
said 
David 
Hamlin, executive director of the 
Chicago Am erican C ivil Liberties 
Union, which represented the Nazis in 
court. He said he expected the three

“ It showed that no matter how un­ 
popular a cause is — and it was very 
distasteful to most of us here — the 
First Amendment still works.” 
Hamlin said Thursday he hoped that 
the threats of a counter-demonstration 
by antiNazis wouldn’t occur. 
“ The Jew s have a legitim ate 
complaint that in Germany nobody 
spoke up when Hitler began his rise, 
and they feel they must not be silent 
now,” he said. “ I just hope we can 
have free speech on all sides — the 
Nazis and the Jews — without any 
violence.”

Despite the high court ruling, 
Harvey Schwarz, Skokie village at­ 
torney, said he expects three recently 
passed ordinances that bar marches in 
military uniforms to prevent the Nazis 
from coming to Skokie. 
“ This was a major victory for the 
F irst Amendment,’’ 
said David 
Hamlin, executive director of the 
Chicago American Civil Liberties 
Union, which represented the Nazis in 
court. He said he expected the three 
ordinances to 
be 
declared 
un­ 
constitutional. 
“ It showed that no matter how un­ 
popular a cause is — and it was very 
distasteful to most of us here — the 
First Amendment still works.” 
Hamlin said Thursday he hoped that 
the threats of a counter-demonstration 
by antiNazis wouldn’t occur. 
“ The Jew s have a legitim ate 
complaint that in Germany nobody 
spoke up when Hitler began his rise, 
and they feel they must not be silent 
now,” he said. “ I just hope we can 
have free speech on all sides — the 
Nazis and the Jews — without any 
violence.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The 
Senate 
Finance 
Committee 
has 
recommended passage of a record 
two-year state budget bill after adding 
about $103 million to spending levels 
approved earlier by the House. 
The vote late Thursday was 8-3 along 
strict party lines, with Republicans 
withholding their support after being 
voted down on about a dozen amend­ 
ments. It goes to the Senate floor next 
week. 
Ironically, the amount added to the 
big spending bill in the Senate totaled 
almost the same as that cut by the 
House from the budget proposed by 
Republican Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes. 
However, there was a stark dif­ 
ference in priorities, and Sen. Harry 
Meshel, D-33 Youngstown, and other 
Democrats claim to have fully funded 
all the spending proposals they put into 
the bdl. 
Actual dollars appropriated in the 
measure now total 
roughly $11.8 
billion. When it is combined later with 
other separate outlays for tran­ 
sportation, highway safety and capital 
improvements, the money package 
will total 
about

compared to slightly less than $13 
billion for the current biennium ending 
July I. 
In other action, before the two 
houses adjourned until next week, the 
House barely passed 50-39 a Senate 
measure expanding the coverage of

It takes 50 votes to pass a bill in the 
99-member House. The bill now 
returns to the Senate for consideration 
of House changes.

2nd General

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pentagon 
officials refuse 
to 
say what con­ 
sequences are in store for an American 
three-star general being called on the 
carpet for his unauthorized warning 
that the United States might wind up in 
the middle of a Soviet-Chinese war. 
LL Gen. Donn Starry is the second 
Army general to face discipline for 
controversial public statements within 
a month. 
Starry, a 52-year-old West Point 
graduate nominated for a fourth star, 
was to meet in private at the Pentagon 
today with Army Secretary Clifford 
Alexander and Army Chief of Staff 
Gen. Bernard Rogers. 
The general, who voiced his warning 
in a speech to a class of American high 
school graduates in Germany, had not 
complied with the required policy of 
submitting remarks to the Pentagon rn 
advance for review. “ It should have 
been (cleared),” Pentagon spokesman 
Thomas Ross said Thursday. 
By mid-afternoon, the Pentagon had 
sent a message worldwide to all 
commands reminding members of the 
military of defense policy that they not 
speak out of line or contradict ad­ 
ministration policy. 
Starry seem ed in good spirits 
Thursday as he prepared to leave 
Germany after 16 months as com­ 
mander of the Army’s 5th Corps. He 
smiled and shook hands at a farewell 
reception attended by about 200 
American and German guests at the 
headquarters officers’ club.

Sen. Stanley J. Aronoff, R-8 Cin­ 
cinnati, was voted down along party 
lines with an amendment that sought 
to restore a $30 million cut from the

Republicans also tried without success 
to restore various other House cuts in 
the budgets of various state agencies, 
including operating funds for mental 
health, natural resources, commerce 
and others.

House Eyes Abortion Funding 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The House is 
preparing to reconsider the federal 
government’s role in funding abortions 
after voting to prevent the use of tax 
money to finance crosstown busing of 
school children. 


By a margin of 225-157, the House 
sought Thursday to prevent the use of 
federal funds to pay for busing in 
school districts that merge, pair or 
cluster 
their 
schools 
under 
desegregation 
orders 
from 
the 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare. 


Amendments on 
abortion, 
a f­ 
firmative action and other sensitive 
issues were likely to come up today as 
the House resumed consideration of a 
$61.3 billion appropriation bill for the 
departments of Labor and HEW. 


The busing amendment, proposed by 
Rep. Ronald Mottl, D-Ohio, strips 
HEW of the power to enforce the 1964 
Civil Rights Act provision barring 
discrimination on the basis of race, 
religion, color or creed. 


It prevents the use of funds to bus 
pupils to any school other than the one 
nearest their home. 
Opponents of the amendment argued 
it 
would not affect court-ordered 
busing. They also said the subject was 
an inappropriate topic for debate 
during discussion of a funding bill. 
The expected debate on abortion 
centers on whether federal funds 
should be used to pay for such 
operations. 
The 
bill 
calls 
for 
prohibiting the use of federal money 
for abortions except when a woman’s 
life is in danger, a position opponents 
say denies poor women abortions. 
I <ast year’s bill contained similar 
language and is being appealed in 
court to test its constitutionality. 
The affirmative action amendment 
would bar hiring or admissions quotas 
based on race or sex. Opponents claim 
it 
would undermine guarantees 
against discrunination contained in 
civil rights legislation. 
In addition to the questions on social 
isses, the appropriations measure is 
controversial because of differences 
over money. 
The House Democratic leadership 
has President Carter’s support for the 


bill, despite Carter’s opposition to two 
programs. 
The President at one time had 
suggested he might veto the bill if it 
called for more spending than he 
favored. 
But under a compromise arranged 
between the White House and the 
House leadership in recent days, 
Carter has agreed to drop his threat to 
veto the House bill if no costly 
amendments are added and if the 


House works toward phasing out 
programs he opposes. 
The programs opposed by Carter 
call for aid to school districts in areas 
with large federal installations and for

Including the programs in the bill 
raised the measure’s cost to $740 
million above Carter’s request, but

PRUDHOE BAY, Alaska (A P) - 
Thanks to the trans-Alaska pipeline, 
the United States has a road to the top 
of the world. Now the question is what 
to do with it. 
Environmentalists say it presents a 
far greater threat to the Arctic than 


the pipeline and its construction ever 
did. For once, oil men agree. 
But there is pressure to open the 
road for tourism. And the trucking 
industry opposes the state’s plan to 
impose a toll on industrial vehicles. 
Alyeska Pipeline Service Co., which 


built the 367-mile-long road from the 
Yukon River to Prudhoe Bay on the 
Arctic Ocean, has called off its plans to 
turn the road over to the state.

MADRID, Spain (AP) — Bolstered 
by the prospect of a near-majority in 
Spain's first elected parliament in four 
decades, Premier Adolfo Suarez gave 
top priority today to meeting the 
nation’s deepening economic crisis. 
A 
spokesman 
for 
Suarez’ 
Democratic Center Union (UDC) said 
the economic situation would be the 
primary problem for the new govern­ 
ment the 44-year-old premier will 
form. The fight to solve the crisis must 
have “ the support of all Spanish 
political forces,” he declared. 
Political sources said devaluation of 
the peseta was being considered to 
make Spanish exports more com­ 
petitive. 
Spain’s annual inflation rate is more 
than 20 per cent, one of the highest in 
Western Europe. Unemployment is 
also high, increased by the return 
home of Spanish laborers laid off in 
France, West Germany and Swit­ 
zerland. This has also cut off an im­ 
portant supply of foreign currency and 
of funds for the workers’ families. 
Industrial development has been 
stalled by uncertainty over the 
political future. 
The cabinet, most of whom Suarez 
inherited from Francoist Premier 
Carlos Aria Navarro last July, is ex­ 
pected to resign this weekend so the 
premier can form a government 
reflecting the outcome of the election 
Wednesday. 
Final official results of the voting 
were expected tonight. But the Interior 
Ministry said it appeared that Suarez’ 
moderate coalition would get 170 of the 
350 seats in the Chamber of Deputies, 
only six short of a majority in the lower 
house of the new Cortes.

MADRID, Spain (AP) — Bolstered 
by the prospect of a near-majority in 
Spain’s first elected parliament in four 
decades, Premier Adolfo Suarez gave 
top priority today to meeting the 
nation’s deepening economic crisis.

Democratic Center Union (UDC) said 
the economic situation would be the 
primary problem for the new govern­ 
ment the 44-year-old premier will 
form. The fight to solve the crisis must 
have “the support of all Spanish 
political forces,” he declared. 
Political sources said devaluation of 
the peseta was being considered to 
make Spanish exports more com­ 
petitive. 
Spain’s annual inflation rate is more 
than 20 per cent, one of the highest in 
Western Europe. Unemployment is 
also high, increased by the return 
home of Spanish laborers laid off in 
France, West Germany and Swit­ 
zerland. This has also cut off an im­ 
portant supply of foreign currency and 
of funds for the workers’ families. 
Industrial development has been 
stalled by uncertainty over the 
political future. 
The cabinet, most of whom Suarez 
inherited from Francoist Premier 
Carlos Aria Navarro last July, is ex­ 
pected to resign this weekend so the 
premier can form a government 
reflecting the outcome of the election 
Wednesday. 
Final official results of the voting 
were expected tonight. But the Interior 
Ministry said it appeared that Suarez’ 
moderate coalition would get 170 of the 
350 seats in the Chamber of Deputies, 
only six short of a majority in the lower 
house of the new Cortes.

NEW YORK (AP) - The Tax 
Foundation, a publicly-supported, 
nonprofit, tax-exempt organization 
that hates to see money spent by the 
biggest nonprofit institution of all — 
government — has just published its 
biennial admonition. 
“ Government expenditures for 1977 
are projected at $9,607# per U.S 
household,” writes chairman Willard 
Rockwell in the 1977 edition of Facts 
and Figures on Government Finance. 
The chairman relates that the 
comparable figure for 1950 was only 
$1,615, but that comparison isn't quite 
cricket. In another part of the book you 
learn that the 1976 dollar stands for 
less than half the value of the 1950 
dollar. 
Nevertheless, the point is made. 
Government spending is rising like 
June temperatures. It takes close to 
half of household income. 
Rockwell asks: Do we as citizens 
want our government units to spend 
that much? Do we know where all this 
spending is leading us? Is the money 
being raised in ways that best promote 
our national goals? 
The Tax Foundation’s answers to 
these questions are not provided, but 
based on past declarations we might 
assume them to be negative. Govern­ 
ment spending, it feels, is often mind­ 
less, directionless and opposed to free 
enterprise goals. 
But government spending also is 
misunderstood. True or false: Each 
year the federal government takes an 


increasingly larger percentage of total 
tax receipts, and state and local 
governments less. 
The fact, as computed by the 
foundation, is that federal tax receipts 
in 1976 amounted to 63.7 per cent of the 
total, the lowest percentage since 58.1 
was recorded in 1942. 


At the same time, the percentage 
taken by state governments rose to 
21.7 per cent, highest since 1942. Local 
governments took 15.1 per cent, a 
figure exceeded as recently as 1971, 
1972 and 1973. 
Ah, but that’s not the full story. In 
fact, the recent trend of states to 
acquire an almost imperceptibly 
larger part of the receipts is almost 
insignificant when matched against 
the big change. 
And what is that? Let some figures 
tell: 
In 
1902, 
the 
percentage 
distribution of tax receipts was federal 
37.4. state 11.4, and local 51.3. 


As recently as 1940, local govern­ 
ment received 31.6 per cent of receipts, 
but since then the numbers have 
seldom reached half that level. The 
low point was in 1944, at 9 per cent. 
Match that against 1932’s 53.6. 
Since World War II, the federal 
percentage of receipts has ranged 
from nearly 80 per cent at the close of 
the war to the 1976 figure, falling by 
small amounts in an irregular pattern. 
State receipts have inched higher, 
while local numbers have ranged 
around 10 to 15.

At the same time, the percentage 
taken by state governments rose to 
21.7 per cent, highest since 1942.

At the Scripps Clinic in La Jolla, 
California, special guidelines have 
been laid out as to who should have 
mamographies. (The overuse of this 
X-ray technique for diagnosis was 
thought to have some potential 
dangers.) 
These are the guidelines: 
1)Any woman, regardless of age, 
with signs or symptoms that show a 
breast tumor, cancerous or non­ 
cancerous, should, of course, have a 
mammograph. 
2)A woman who has a high risk for 
breast cancer (a strong family history, 
previous breast cancer, no pregnancy 
before 30 years of age) should receive 
periodic screening examinations, 
including mammography. 
3) Periodic screening should be done 
for ALL women over the age of 50 
years. 
» 
4) Women under 50 years without 
symptoms should not have periodic 
screening until further facts are 
discovered about the benefits and the 
risks of mammography. 
Mammography is truly one of the 
greatest life-saving tools for the 
diagnosis of breast cancer. The 
medical profession and scientists are 
carefully inspecting every aspect of 
this technique, and balancing its 
values against any possible danger, no 
matter how slight. 
As further evidence unfolds, it will 
be reported in these columns. In the

FRESNO, Calif. (AP) - A Bible- 
toting judge has launched a personal 
crusade against separation of church 
and state, reasoning that he who keeps 
God out of gov ernment shall find a lock 
on the gates of heav en. 
Hugh Wesley Goodwin, 54, ex plains 
simply , “ You can separate religion 
from gov ernment or any other phase of 
life, but y ou can’t separate God.” 
Since his municipal court ap­ 
pointment by Gov . Edmund G. Brown 
last y ear, the soft-spoken black judge, 
a dev out Baptist, has offered more 
than 200 misdemeanor defendants the 
option of attending church or Bible- 
study classes instead of going to jail. 
The practice has not been popular 
with state judicial authorities. 
Equally unpopular are his widely 
quoted opinions of California’s legal 
ty erarchy . When the state Commission 
on Judicial Performance began an 
inv estigation of Goodwin early this 
y ear, the judge told reporters the 
commission was “out to crucify the 
Ix ird.” 
“ You know that guy — the one that 
was crucified on the first Easter — was 
completely innocent, and I’ll remind 
(the commission) not to make the 
same mistake,” Goodwin said. 
“ I also intend to remind them the 
Ix ird is watching v ery closely what 
they are doing, that they had better be 
v ery careful, for some day they will 
hav e to account for it — not to me — 
but to someone who really has some 
power," he said. 
Such commentary can create a false 
unage of Goodwin as a fev erish 
ev angelist who spouts sermons laden 
with warnings of hellfire and dam­ 
nation. 
Actually , he’s a reserv ed, mild- 
mannered man whose controv ersial, 
heartfelt opinions generally are ac­ 
companied by a disarming smile. 
The controv ersy ov er Goodwin's 
piety began when he was sworn into 
office in February 1976. He discarded 
the traditional, solemn oath-taking 
ceremony in fav or of a religious ser­ 
v ice reaffirming his allegiance to God. 
When the Santa Clara County 
Human Relations Commission wrote 
to Goodwin deploring the action, he 
sent back this reply : 


“ Whether y ou like it or not, the 
commission is an instrument of God. It 
is better that y ou know this now, while 
y ou hav e time to straighten out y our 
own thinking rather than find out later 
when it is too late and claim surprise.”

FRESNO, Calif. (AP) — A Bible- 
toting judge has launched a personal 
crusade against separation of church 
and state, reasoning that he who keeps 
God out of government shall find a lock 
on the gates of heaven. 
Hugh Wesley Goodwin, 54, explains 
simply, “You can separate religion 
from government or any other phase of 
life, but you can’t separate God.” 
Since his municipal court ap­ 
pointment by Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
last year, the soft-spoken black judge, 
a devout Baptist, has offered more 
than 200 misdemeanor defendants the 
option of attending church or Bible­ 
st udy classes instead of going to jail. 
The practice has not been popular 
with state judicial authorities. 
Equally unpopular are his widely 
quoted opinions of California’s legal 
hierarchy . When the state Commission 
on Judicial Performance began an 
investigation of Goodwin early this 
year, the judge told reporters the 
commission was “out to crucify the 
Lord.” 
“You know that guy — the one that 
was crucified on the first Easter — was 
completely innocent, and I’ll remind 
(the commission) not to make the 
same mistake,” Goodwin said. 
“I also intend to remind them the 
Lord is watching very closely what 
they are doing, that they had better be 
very careful, for some day they will 
have to account for it — not to me — 
but to someone who really has some 
power,” he said. 
Such commentary can create a false 
image of Goodwin as a feverish 
evangelist who spouts sermons laden 
with warnings of hellfire and dam­ 
nation. 
Actually, he’s a reserved, mild- 
mannered man whose controversial, 
heartfelt opinions generally are ac­ 
companied by a disarming smile. 
The controversy over Goodwin’s 
piety began when he was sworn into 
office in February 1976. He discarded 
the traditional, solemn oath-taking 
ceremony in favor of a religious ser­ 
vice reaffirming his allegiance to God. 
When the Santa Clara County 
Human Relations Commission wrote 
to Goodwin deploring the action, he 
sent back this reply: 


“Whether you like it or not, the 
commission is an instrument of God. It 
is better that you know this now, while 
you have time to straighten out your 
own thinking rather than find out later 
when it is too late and claim surprise.” 


The state judicial commission took 
its first action in February, informing 
Goodwin 
it had launched an 
in­ 
vestigation into charges he violated 
the separation of church and state 
doctrine and had “ brought the judicial 
office into disrepute.” 
When the judge replied by publicly 
w arning com m issioners to worry 
about their own salvation, they sent 
him another memorandum “telling me 
to keep my mouth shut,” Goodwin 
said. 
The commission was silent for about 
two months, but recently sent another 
letter warning Goodwin to choose 
between “ your ministry and your civil 
responsibilities.” 
The letter also said his actions im­ 
pinge on the rights of members of 
other religions and non-believers. 
Goodwin denied he wants everyone 
to become a Baptist. He said in an 
interview that he would permit a

Ferguson 
Performs 
In Columbus 


Jazz fans were at their heighth 
Wednesday evening as Maynard (iron 
Lip) Ferguson and his band appeared 
at Grandview Inn, Columbus for two 
shows. 
Known throughout the country for 
his high playing ability, Ferguson 
continued to uphold his reputation. 
Playing selections from his albums, 
“ Primal Scream,” “ M. F. Horn,” 
Chameleon,” and his most recent 
release “Conquistador,” he was proud 
to acknowledge that his version of the 
song “ Rocky” was steadily climbing 
the pop-rock charts and that the album 
was at the top of the jazz charts. 
If the standing ovation given 
Ferguson and his group by the sell out 
crowd is any significance to the fate of 
his album, it is sure to be a great 
success. 
The band, coming from a per­ 
formance in Atlanta, Ga., did not seem 
at all weary from their travels and are 
some of the finest and most exciting 
musicians in the world. They are in­ 
deed a captivating group and could 
easily become a solo act. 


“But

don’t think they’d 
get 
anything out of it,” Goodwin added. 
“I’d pray that they find the error of 
their ways.” 
In a response to the commission 
Goodwin wrote: “Destruction must 
come to any nation, to any judicial 
system, which rests on any foundation 
other than Jesus Christ.” 
The judge said he sees no reason why 
others consider this a dangerous at­ 
titude. 
“The issue is not whether I am 
imposing my religion on others. The 
legal question is, ‘What suggestions do 
I have a choice to offer?” ’ 
He said offering a defendant the 
option of attending church is in no way 
a threat to religious freedom. 
From the standpoint of law en­ 


forcement, Goodwin said church is far 
more rehabilitative than prison. He 
said only five of the more than 200 
defendants who have chosen church 
instead of jail have committed crimes 
again. 
“And five is a liberal estim ate,” he 
said. “I’ve seen a lot of lives change. 
One guy came back to me after joining 
a church and said, ‘I’ve never seen so 
much love. I never had this before.’ 
“There was an initial fear in the 
community over having crooks in the 
congregation. But people ended up 
loving them, and businessmen offered 
them jobs,” Goodwin said. “We have 
more people in the churches involved 
in rehabilitation than the probation 
department. And it’s not costing the 
county a dime.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - What 
Democrats are calling the budget 
language bill is likely to spawn yet 
another budget measure before the 
state’s new fiscal biennium starts July 
I. 
Senate Majority Leader Oliver 
Ocasek, D-27 Akron, said this week 
that the language bill—unlike three 
other budget bill components—will 
need some support from minority 
Republicans. 
It all stems from an effort by 
majority Democrats to avoid having to 
overmerous vetoes they otherwise 
would expect from GOP Gov. James A. 
Rhodes. 
Although they have the votes to 
overrule the governor, overriding 
vetoes can 
be messy 
political 
business—especially if it becomes a 
process repeated frequently. 
Thus, the new bill will contain 
language needed no later than July I 
under which the state can continue to 
pay its bills without getting into a 
financial crisis. 
Democrats expect Rhodes to veto 
the main budget language bill, which 
specifies how the legislature wants the 
appropriations to be spent. That, they 
are willing to override. However, the 
bill would not then take effect for 90 
days—in early fall. 
Ocasek said they plan to cull out 
language which involves expenditure 
of funds in the first three months of the 
biennium, hopeful that Republicans 
will support an immediately effective 
emergency clause.

Niesen, commissioner of the Division 
of Mental Retardation, and Ronald 
McDonald who again will furnish 
meals for participants and volunteers 
Saturday and Sunday. 


Also scheduled to attend are Bobby 
Shriver, son of Sargent and Eunice 
Kennedy Shriver, and Vickie Lawford, 
daughter of Pat Kennedy Lawford, 
representing the Joseph P. Kennedy 
Jr. Foundation which created and co­ 
sponsors the Special Olympic Games 
throughout the nation.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P ) - Majority 
Democrats on the Senate Finance 
Committee have added about $58.2 
million to the funding level approved 
by the House for elementary and 
secondary education in Ohio during the 
next two years. 
The addition to the state budget bill 
was among more than four dozen 
amendments approved Wednesday 
night by the committee, which bogged 
down about midnight and agreed to 
resume deliberations on the big 
spending bill today. Of the $58 2 million 
for education, $52 million is in basic aid 
and $6.2 million for 200 new special 
education units. 
Yet to come was a Democratic 
amendment which would add about $30 
million to welfare appropriations for 
an adm ittedly “ modest” hike in 
payments to recipients of Aid to 
Dependent Children. 
For a family of four, the average 
monthly ADC benefits would go from 
$254 a month to $266 monthly. The 
amendment was to have been offered 
Wednesday night but was found 
defective and in need of corrective 
language, Democrets explained. 
The House had provided for no in­ 
crease in ADC benefits. It also resisted 
intense pressures to increase aid to 
education in at least the amount added 
Wednesday night by the Senate 
committee. 
Some Democrats conceded privately 
the budget process had been planned 
that way to allow the Senate the 
privilege of hiking outlays for some 
vital state services. 
Two years ago, when Democrats 
were having difficulty balancing the 
budget, the Senate was forced to un­ 
dergo the politically painful process of 
cutting about $95 million out of the 
House-approved version.

NEW YORK (A P)—By the year 
‘2000, it is estimated that 80 per cent of 
the world’s population will live in 
“ costal zones” — areas within 50 miles 
of where land and ocean meet — ac­ 
cording to The Compass, a publication 
of MOAC, a commercial marine in­ 
surer.

1 st A m erican 
Saint To Be 
Canonized 


VATICAN CITY (A P) - After a 91- 
year cam paign, the 
first 
male 
American saint is being canonized on 
Sunday by Pope Paul VI. 
He is John Nepomucene Neumann, 
an immigrant from Bohemia who was 
bishop of Philadelphia from 1852 until 
his death in 1860 at the age of 49. 
The campaign to add Bishop 
Neumann to the Roman Catholic 
Church’s official list of holy persons 
was launched 26 years after his death 
by his successor, Archbishop Patrick 
Ryan. Prompted by reports of ailing 
persons who said they were cured after 
praying to the “ little bishop,” he 
started collecting evidence about the 
life of his predecessor. 
A report was sent to the Vatican and 
prompted the Congregation for the 
Causes of Saints to accept the can­ 
didacy of 
Bishop Neumann for 
canonization. This gave him the title of 
“ Servant of God.” 
It also started the costliest and 
lengthiest part, the process and trial of 
the candidate, involving the collection 
of eyewitness testimony so that no 
major period of his life would remain 
blank. All written matter had to be 
translated into Latin. 
A postulator to investigate the case 
was assigned from the Redemptorist 
Order, which Bishop Neumann had 
joined in America. The Congregation 
also appointed a “ promoter of the 
faith,” often called the devil’s ad­ 
vocate, to investigate anything in the 
bishop’s life that could disprove his 
holiness and kill his chances for 
sainthood. 
The case hit a snag in 1912 when the 
Congregation ruled Bishop Neumann’s 
life was hardly worth special con­ 
sideration. 
“ Americans were just breaking in on 
the saint-making field,” Redemptorist 
Father Nicola Ferrante said in an 
interview. Father Ferrante has been 
the postulator for the Neumann case 
since 1958.

proclaimed that Bishop Neumann had 
practiced virtues in an “ heroic 
degree” and bestowed on him the title 
of “ Venerable.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Majority 
Democrats on the Senate Finance 
Committee have added about $58.2 
million to the funding level approved 
by the House for elementary and 
secondary education in Ohio during the 
next two years. 
The addition to the state budget bill 
was among more than four dozen 
amendments approved Wednesday 
night by the committee, which bogged 
down about midnight and agreed to 
resume deliberations on the big 
spending bill today. Of the $58.2 million 
for education, $52 million is in basic aid 
and $6.2 million for 200 new special 
education units. 
Yet to come was a Democratic 
amendment which would add about $30 
million to welfare appropriations for 
an admittedly “modest” hike in 
payments to recipients of Aid to 
Dependent Children. 
For a family of four, the average 
monthly ADC benefits would go from 
$254 a month to $266 monthly. The 
amendment was to have been offered 
Wednesday night but was found 
defective and in need of corrective 
language, Democrets explained. 
The House had provided for no in­ 
crease in ADC benefits. It also resisted 
intense pressures to increase aid to 
education in at least the amount added 
Wednesday night by the Senate 
committee. 
Some Democrats conceded privately 
the budget process had been planned 
that way to allow the Senate the 
privilege of hiking outlays for some 
vital state services. 
Two years ago, when Democrats 
were having difficulty balancing the 
budget, the Senate was forced to un­ 
dergo the politically painful process of 
cutting about $95 million out of the 
House-approved version. Among other 
things, Senate Democrats “found” at 
their disposal about $43 million in a 
scheme to accelerate collections of the 
state income tax after deductions by 
employers. 
Currently, the money has to be 
turned over to the department of 
taxation within 30 days after the end of 
a fiscal quarter. The new system 
allows only three business days. The 
$43 million represents a “one time” 
pickup which will not be available for 
inclusion in the next biennial budget 
bill in 1979. 
Floating Cities 


NEW YORK (AP)—By the year 
2000, it is estimated that 80 per cent of 
the world’s population will live in 
“costal zones” — areas within 50 miles 
of where land and ocean meet — ac­ 
cording to The Compass, a publication 
of MOAC, a commercial marine in­ 
surer. 
One way to relieve the crowded 
seashore is to move the cities, suggests 
the oceanographer, inventor and 
futurologist, Dr. Athelstan Spilhaus. 
“We could design full-scale floating 
cities on hollow concrete cylinders for 
floatation,” he explains in the 
magazine. 
Instead of going up into the sky, 
large buildings would extend beneath 
the surface of the sea — “bottom 
scratcher,” as Dr. Silhaus calls 
them. 
People would work above the sur­ 
face; machinery would be beneath the 
surface. And the overall profile of a 
sea city would be lower than a land 
city, Dr. Spilhaus told the publication. 
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DELCAMBRE, La. (AP) - An old 
dead natural gas well, reactivated for 
a great experiment, is gushing 5,000 
barrels a day of boiling hot salt water 
that fizzes like soda pop. 
The fizz is natural gas, dissolved by 
enormous pressure, saturated into 
stratas of hot water trapped several 
miles 
underground 
along

geothermal area. 
There is an awful lot of gas down 
there. The trick is to get it out in any 
way which would make the effort 
worthwhile.

1st Am erican 
Saint To Be 
Canonized 


VATICAN CITY (AP) - After a 91- 
year campaign, the first male 
American saint is being canonized on 
Sunday by Pope Paul VI. 
He is John Nepomucene Neumann, 
an immigrant from Bohemia who was 
bishop of Philadelphia from 1852 until 
his death in 1860 at the age of 49. 
The campaign to add Bishop 
Neumann to the Roman Catholic 
Church’s official list of holy persons 
was launched 26 years after his death 
by his successor, Archbishop Patrick 
Ryan. Prompted by reports of ailing 
persons who said they were cured after 
praying to the “little bishop,” he 
started collecting evidence about the 
life of his predecessor. 
A report was sent to the Vatican and 
prompted the Congregation for the 
Causes of Saints to accept the can­ 
didacy of Bishop Neumann for 
canonization. This gave him the title of 
“Servant of God.” 
It also started the costliest and 
lengthiest part, the process and trial of 
the candidate, involving the collection 
of eyewitness testimony so that no 
major period of his life would remain 
blank. All written matter had to be 
translated into Latin. 
A postulator to investigate the case 
was assigned from the Redemptorist 
Order, which Bishop Neumann had 
joined in America. The Congregation 
also appointed a “promoter of the 
faith,” often called the devil’s ad­ 
vocate, to investigate anything in the 
bishop’s life that could disprove his 
holiness and kill his chances for 
sainthood. 
The case hit a snag in 1912 when the 
Congregation ruled Bishop Neumann’s 
life was hardly worth special con­ 
sideration. 
“Americans were just breaking in on 
the saint-making field,” Redemptorist 
Father Nicola Ferrante said in an 
interview. Father Ferrante has been 
the postulator for the Neumann case 
since 1958.

proclaimed that Bishop Neumann had 
practiced virtues in an “heroic 
degree” and bestowed on him the title 
of “Venerable.”

H airless M ou se 
A id s Cancer Fight 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The $15 
cost, not to mention the bare ap­ 
pearance, would seem enough to 
depress the market for a hairless 
mouse, but the nude creature excites 
scientists from around the world. 
About 175 researchers have just 
wound up a two-day symposium at the 
Battelle Memorial Institute here 
where they exchanged their ex­ 
periences with the unusual animal that 
has cancer specialists enthralled. 
The animal, a quirk of nature, ap­ 
peared first in Scottish laboratories 15 
years ago. 
“ The nude mouse was a spontaneous 
mutation in Scotland in 1962,” said Dr. 
David Houchens, cochairman of the 
Battelle Memorial Institute-sponsored 
symposium. 
The keynote speaker of the two-day 
session was Dr. Jorgen Rygaard, the 
so-called father of human tumor im­ 
plantation in the hapless beast. 
Rygaard traveled to Columbus from 
Copenhagen, Denmark. 
Researchers became especially 
curious about the hairless mice when 


they noticed that the strain died 
quickly, not surviving the normal 1 to 
14 years. 
"About 1967 they learned in Scotland 
that the mice had no thymus. That 
means they had very little cellular 
immunity,” Houchens said midway 
through the conference, the largest of 
its kind ever held. 
The thymus, he explained, is a gland 
located in humans in the upper chest. 
The gland develops the immune 
system in men and animals—a 
necessity for normal living, but a 
hindrance in transplant cases. 
The thymus tells each cell its in­ 
dividuality and instructs the cell to 
reject foreign materials whether they 
be disease organisms or cells or 
organs from other human beings—as 
in the case of organ transplants and 
skin grafts. 
Since the nude mouse has no cellular 
immunity, Rygaard decided it was a 
natural for cancer research. Human 
tumors are successfully implanted in 
the little creature which can’t reject 
the cancers.

depress the market for a hairless 
mouse, but the nude creature excites 
scientists from around the world. 
About 175 researchers have just 
wound up a two-day symposium at the 
Battelle Memorial Institute here 
where they exchanged their ex­ 
periences with the unusual animal that 
has cancer specialists enthralled. 
The animal, a quirk of nature, ap­ 
peared first in Scottish laboratories 15 
years ago. 
“Tile nude mouse was a spontaneous 
mutation in Scotland in 1962,” said Dr. 
David Houchens, cochairman of the 
Battelle Memorial Institute-sponsored 
symposium. 
The keynote speaker of the two-day 
session was Dr. Jorgen Rygaard, the 
so-called father of human tumor im­ 
plantation in the hapless beast. 
Rygaard traveled to Columbus from 
Copenhagen, Denmark. 
R esearchers became especially 
curious about the hairless mice when 


they noticed that the strain died 
quickly, not surviving the normal I to 
l 1^ years. 
“About 1967 they learned in Scotland 
that the mice had no thymus. That 
means they had very little cellular 
immunity,” Houchens said midway 
through the conference, the largest of 
its kind ever held. 
The thymus, he explained, is a gland 
located in humans in the upper chest. 
The gland develops the immune 
system in men and anim als—a 
necessity for normal living, but a 
hindrance in transplant cases. 
The thymus tells each cell its in­ 
dividuality and instructs the cell to 
reject foreign materials whether they 
be disease organisms or cells or 
organs from other human beings—as 
in the case of organ transplants and 
skin grafts. 
Since the nude mouse has no cellular 
immunity, Rygaard decided it was a 
natural for cancer research. Human 
tumors are successfully implanted in 
the little creature which can’t reject 
the cancers.
